The licensee or any retainer acting under this licence 
shall not carry any arms covered thereby otherwise than in 
good faith for the purpose of sport/proteetion/display and, 
save where he is specially authorised in this behalf by the 
dis.rict magistrate concerned, he shall not take any such 
arms to a fair, religious procession or other public assem¬ 
blage (or within the campus or precincts of any educational 
institution). 

6. The licensee, at the time of purchasing any arms or 
ammunition shall cause the following oatticulars to be endor¬ 
sed upon his licence under the vendor’s signature, namely— 

(a) the name, description and residence of the person 
who takes delivery of the articles purchased; 

(b) the nature and quantity of the articles purchased: 

and 

(c) the date of purchase; 

and if the arms or ammunition are purcltased from any 
person other than a licensed dealer, shall also cause the 
particulars specified in clauses (b) and (c) to be furnished 
in wri ing to the authority who granted this licence within 
such period as may be prescribed for this purpose by such 
authority. No purchase of ammunition shall, however, be 
permuted except on written certificate from the licensee 
certifying that with the amount proposed to be purchased, 
the total quantity of ammunition in his possession will not 
exceed the maximum which he is entitled to possess at any 
one time, or his total allowance for the year. 

7. He shall not purchase ammunition of any kind in ex¬ 
cess of the maximum which may from time to time be fixed 
by the Central Government. Such maximum may be pres¬ 
cribed both for the amount purchasable in a calendar year 
and for the amount that may be possessed at any one time. 
If, however, a licensee exhausts the total quantity of ammu¬ 
nition purchasable in a year earlier than the close of the 
year, he may for good and sufficient reasons be given a tem¬ 
porary increase in the total quantity purchasable at the dis¬ 
cretion of the licensing authority. 

8. He shall not possess Government arms and ammuni¬ 
tion.

10. Condition 8 may be cancelled by the authority grant¬ 
ing the licence if emnowered to do so by the Central Go¬ 
vernment, and an endorsement added showing the Govern¬ 
ment arms or ammunition which the licensee is authorised 
to possess. 

11. Where the licence is granted for the purpose of sport, 
th» licensee or anv other retainer or any foreign tourist or 
Other person referred to in the proviso <o condition 2 or 


any other person using the weapon under the licence shall 
observe such ciose season as may be prescribed by the State 
Government concerned in respect of the gamebirds and 
animals. 

12. (a) The licensee may, at his option apply to the 
nearest licensing authority having jurisdiction for renewal of 
the licence as and when it becomes necessary. 

(b) If a person who holds a licence in form III changes 
his place c.f residence, permanently, or temporarily for more 
than thirty consecutive days, and carries with him the wea¬ 
pon covered by the licence, to a place other than that indi¬ 
cated in column 2 of the licensee, he shall (within thirty 
days of such change), send intimation about such change 
to the licensing au'horitv of the place of his new residence 
as well as to the aidborb.y which granted the licence or last 
renewed it, as the case may be, and shall, on demand, forth¬ 
with produce the licence and the weapon to the first men¬ 
tioned au'horitv for making necessary cn*r« in the licence 
to indicate therein the particulars of the new residence of the 
licensee. 

13. Without prejudice to the voidance of this licence for 
breach of anv of the foregoing conditions, it shall be void

Provided that where a weapon is sold or transferred the li¬ 
censing authority may petmit the holder of the licence to

fa) the production of the weapon so acquired or the 
licence or bo'h before the aforesaid licensing autho¬

14. The authority granting or renewing the licence has the 
right to enquire at any time during the currency of the 
licence whether the weapon or weapons for which it has 
been granted is or are still in the possession of the licensee 
and to require its or their production for the purposes of 
such enquiry.

Press for due payment of licence fee and other char¬ 
ges due from him in respect of such residence and 
services and any other residence provided in lieu 
thereof.

An employee to whom a residence has been allotted 
under these rules may apply for a change to another 
r esidence of the same type or a residence of the type 
to which he is eligible under SR 317-B-5, which¬ 
ever is lower. Not more than one change shall be 
allowed in respect of one type of residence alloted 
to the employee. 

(2) All application for change made in the form 
prescribed by the Competent Authority and received 
upto the 19th day of calendar month shall be in¬ 
cluded in the waiting list in the succeeding month. 
For purposes of this tule the employees whose 
names are included in tire waiting list in an earlier^ 
month shall be senior en-block to those whose names 
are included in tire list in subsequent months, the 
inter-se-seniority of the employees included in the 
list in any particular month shall be determined in the 
order of their 1 priority dates. 

(3) Changes shall be offered in order of seniority 
determined in accordance with sub-rule (2) and 
having regard to the employees preferences as far as 
possible. 

(4) If an employee fails to accept the charrge of 
residence offered to him within five days of the issue 
of such offer or allotment he shall not be considered 
again for a change of allotment of that type. 

(5) An employee who after accepting a change 
of residence fails to take possession of the same, shall 
be charged licence fee for such residence in accor¬ 
dance with the provisions of Sub-Rule (1) of SR- 
317-B-9 in addition 1o the normal licence fee under 
FR 4S-A for a residence already in his possession, 
the allotment of which shall continue to exist. 
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SR. 317-BNP-16.—Change of residence in the 
event of death of a member of the family.—Notwith¬ 
standing anything contained in SR 317-B-15 an em¬ 
ployee may be allowed a change of residence on the 
death of any member of his family if he applies for 
a change within three months of such occurrence, 
provided that the change will be given in the same 
type of residence and on the same floor as the resi¬ 
dence already alloted to the employee. 

SR. 317-BNP-17.—Mutual exchange of resi¬ 
dence.—Employees to whom residence of the same 
type have been alloted under these rules may apply 
for permission to mutually exchange their residences. 
Permission for mutually exchange may be granted if 
both the employees are reasonably expected to be on 
duty in Dewas and to reside in their mutually ex¬ 
changed residences for at least six months from the 
date of approval of such exchange. 

SR. 317-BNP-18.—Maintenance of residence.— 

(a) The employee to whom a residence has been 
alloted shall maintain the residence and premises in 
a clean condition to the satisfaction of the Central 
Public Works Department and the Bank Note Press. 
Such employee shall not grow any tree, shrubs or 
plants contrary to the instructions issued by the Gov¬ 
ernment or Central Public Works Department, not 
cut or lop off any existing tree or shrubs in any 
garden, courtyard or compound attached to the re¬ 
sidence, save with the prior permission in writing of 
the Competent Authority or the Central Public 
Works Department. 

Trees plantation or vegetation grown in contra¬ 
vention of this rule may be caused to be removed by 
the Competent Authority or the C.P.W.D. at the 
risk and cost of the employee concerned. 

(b) No cattle, sheep, goats, pigs or other animals 
likely to produce an adverse effect on the sanitation 
of residences and premises or to cause annoyance to 
occupants of neigh bourinug residences are to be kept 
within the residences and premises. 

(c) No alterations will be made by the allottee to 
the Government fittings and fixtures including electric 
and water circuits and drainage system without the 
permission of the Competent Authority. 

SR. 317-BNP-19.—Subletting and sharing of 
residences.—(1) No employee shall share the resi¬ 
dence alloted to him or any of the out-houses, gara¬ 
ges appurtenant thereto except with the employees 
working in the Bank Note Press eligible for allotment 
of residences under these rules. 

The servants quarters, out-houses, garages etc. may 
be used only for the bonafide purposes including the 
residence of the servants of the allottee or for such 
other purpose as may be permitted by the Competent 
Authority. 

C2) No employee shall sublet the whole of his 
residence: 

Provided that an employee proceeding on leave 
may accommodate in the residence any 
other employee eligible to share Govern¬ 
ment accommodation as a caretaker for the 
period specified in SR 317-B-8(2) but not 


exceeding six months with permission of 
Competent Authority. 

(3) Any employee who shares or sublets his 
residence shall do so at bis own risk and responsibi¬ 
lity and shall remain personally responsible for any 
licence fee payable in respect of the residence and for 
any damage caused to the residence or its precincts 
or grounds or services provided therein by Govern¬ 
ment beyond fair wear and tear. 

SR. 317-BNP-20.—Consequences of breath of 
rules and conditions.—If an employee to whom the 
residence has been alloted anauthorisedly sublets the 
residence or charges licence fee from the shaier at a 
rate which the Competent Authority considers ex¬ 
cessive or erects any unauthorised structure in any 
part of the residence of uses the residence or any 
portion thereof for any purpose other than for which 
it is meant or tampers with the electric or water 
connection or commits any other breach of the rules 
in this Division or of the terms and conditions 
of the allotment or uses the residence or 
premises or permits or suffers the residence or pre¬ 
mises to be used for any purposes which the Compe¬ 
tent Authority considers to be improper or conducts 
himself in a manner which, in his opinion, is pre¬ 
judicial to the maintenance of harmonious relations 
with his neighbours cr has knowingly furnished in¬ 
correct information in any application or written 
statement with a view to securing allotment, the 
Competent Authority may, without prejudice to any 
other disciplinary action that may be taken against 
him, cancel the allotment of the residence. 

EXPLANATION : 

(1) In this sub-rule the expression ‘Employee’ 
includes, unless the context otherwise re¬ 
quires, a member of his family and any 
person claiming through the employee. 

(2) If an employee sub-lets a residence alloted 
to him or any portion thereof or any of 
the out-houses, garages appurtenant there¬ 
to, in contravention of these rules, he may, 
without prejudice to any other action that 
may be taken against him, be charged en¬ 
hanced licence fee not exceeding four 
times the standard licence fee under F. R. 
45-A. The quantum of licence fee to be 
recovered and the period for which the 
same may be recovered in each case will be 
decided by the Competent Authority, on 
merits. In addition the employee may be 
debarred from sharing the residence for a 
specified period in future as may be decid¬ 
ed by the Competent Authority. 

(3) Where action to cancel the allotment is 
taken on account of unauthorised sublett¬ 
ing of the premises by the allottee, a period 
of sixty days shall be allowed to the allot¬ 
tee and any other person residing with him 
therein to vacate the premises. The allot¬ 
ment shall be cancelled with effect from 
the date of vacation of the premises or ex¬ 
piry of the period of sixty days from the 
date of the order for the cancellation of 
the allotment whichever is earlier. 
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(4) Where the allotment of a residence is can¬ 
celled for cooduet prejudicial to the main¬ 
tenance of harmonious relations with nei¬ 
ghbours, the employee at the discretion of 
the Competent Authority may be alloted 
another residence in the same class at any 
other place. 

(5) The Competent Authority shall be compe¬ 
tent to take all or any of the action under 
Sub-Rule (1) to (4) of this rule and also 
to declare the employee, who commits a 
breach of the rules and instructions, issued 
to him to be ineligible for allotment of re- 
sidental accommodation for a period not 
exceeding five years. 

(6) Where any penalty under this rule is impo¬ 
sed by Deputy General Manager or Chief 
Administrative Officer, the aggrieved per¬ 
son, may within sixty days of the receipt of 
the orders of the penalty fife a representa¬ 
tion to the General Manager : 

Provided if the penalty is imposed by General 
Manager, then the appeal will lie with 
the Central Government. 

Sn 317-BNP-21 :—Oveistayal in Residence after 
Cancellation of Allotment :—Where, after an allot¬ 
ment has been cancelled or is deemed to be cancell¬ 
ed under any provisions contained in these rules, the 
residence remains or has remained in occupation of 
the employee to whom, it was alloted or of any per¬ 
son obtaining through him, such employee shall be 
liable to pay damages for use and occupation of the 
residence, services furniture and garden charges equal 
to the market licence fee as may be determined by 
Government from lime to time, or twice the licence 
fee he was paying, whichever is higher ; provided 
that an employee who was paying licence fee under 
FR 45-A may, in special cases, be allowed by he 
Competent Authority to retain a residence for a period 
not .exceeding six months beyond the period permit¬ 
ted under SR 317-B-10(2) on payment of twice 
the standard licence fee under FR 45-A or twice 
the. pooled standard licence fee under FR 45-A 
whichever is higher but not exceeding 30% of the 
emoluments (as defined under FR 45-C) last drawn 
by the employee. Such employees will' be required 
to. execute a security bend in the form prescribed 
in . the form prescribed in this behalf By BNP with 
a surety who shall be a permanent Govdiflment Ser¬ 
vant, serving in BNP for due payment 'of licence fee 
and other charges due from, him in respect of such 
residence and service. In (he case of an employee 
who was not paying licence fee under HR 45-A, he 
may be allowed to retain a residence for the. same 
period on payment of twice the standard licence fee 
under FR. 45-A or twice the pooled standard licence 
fee under FR. 45-A or twice the licence fee that he 
was paying, whichever is highest. 

SR. 317-BNP-22 •.-•Continuance of Allotment 
made prior to the issue of these Rules :—Any allot¬ 
ment of a residence which is subsisting immediately 
before the commencement of these rules shall be 
deemed to be an allotment duly made under these 
rules notwithstanding that the employee to whom it 
has been made is not entitled to a residence of that 
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type under SR 317-B-5 and all the preceding pro¬ 
visions of these rules shall apply in relation to that 
allotment and that employee accordingly. 

SR. 317-BNP-23 :—Interpretation of Rules 
If miy question arises as to the interpretation of 
these rules, it shtrll be decided by the Central Gove¬ 
rnment. 

SR. 317-BNP-24 :—Relaxation of Rules :—The 
Central Government may, for reasons to be recorded 
in writing, relax all or any of the provisions of these 
rules in the case of an employee or residence or 
class of employees. or types of residences. 

SR. 317-BNP-25 General Clause :—Orders 
issued by the Government of India from time to 
time with reference to Allotment of Government 
residence (Central Pool in Delhi) Rules, 1963 shall 
be applicable to the rules mutatis-mutandis. 

SR. 317-BNP-26 :—Delegation of Powers and 
Functions The Central Government may delegate 
any or all the powers conferred upon it by these 
rules to the Estate Officer, Bank Note Press, Dcwas 
or any other Officer under its control, subject to 
such conditions as it may deems fit to impose.
